DOVER is fit only for rowdy Europ¬ 
ean schoolchildren, while more cul¬ 
tured types should head for Canter¬ 
bury, according to one of the cathed¬ 
ral city’s leading politicians. 

Liberal Democrat Alex Perkins’s comments are 
bound to infuriate Dover residents as he pro¬ 
motes the interests of high spenders. 

He wants to marginalise children from France 
and Belgium who can, he says, behave badly. 

The antics of European children in Canterbury 
has long been a source of local concern and has 
caused friction in the city centre. 

Now Cllr Perkins said he wants to encourage 
“quality tourism and more discerning visitors” to 
Canterbury - with Dover a place to which lower- 
income visitors should head. 

“It’s a minority, but you can see French or 
Belgian schoolchildren running around colouring 
each others’ hair green and spraying each other 
with silly string,” he said. 

‘We were debating coach parks when I said 
what we need is more hotels. 

‘With such facilities we can ask ourselves - how 
many of these coach parties do we need? 

“A middle-aged couple staying in a hotel will 
spend an average of £150-£200 a weekend. This is 
against a schoolchild, who spends an average of 
£5 per visit. 

“And the children can have a negative effect on 
the higher spenders who want to spend quality 
time here. 

“It is largely a matter of supervision. 

“For example I was outside the Lord’s Mayor’s 
place when a German student - who had been 
wading in the river on a hot day - came up to us

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IMMIGRATION minister 
Liam Byrne visited the Port 
of Dover yesterday to mark 
the creation of the Single 
Border Force. 

The new initiative, launched in 
November, sees the joining of HM 
Revenue and Customs, the Border 
and Immigration Agency and 
UKVisas in an attempt to strength¬ 
en UK borders. 

Mr Byrne said: “The creation of the 
Single Border Force brings together 
Customs and Immigration to target 
organised crime. 

“Criminals don’t make the distinc¬ 
tion between people and goods - they 
smuggle both because they stand to 
make a lot of money from the illegal 
trade. 

“That’s why we need one organisa¬ 
tion - the UK Border Agency.” 

Immigration officers in France and 
Belgium check vehicles for signs of 
tampering and use sniffer dogs as 
well as technology to seek out stow¬ 
aways to prevent people travelling to 
Kent illegally. 

In Dover, Customs officers target 
lorries they suspect may be carrying 
illegal goods, such as drugs, tobacco 
or illegal immigrants. 

Due to the union of the two agen¬ 
cies, immigration officers have access 
to custom’s computer systems. 

This allows them to seize vehicles 
used to transport stowaways in the 
past, but failed to pay fines. 

The new UK Border Agency will 
have a major role in tackling terror¬ 
ism and crime. 

The £1.2 million scheme has a 
£650m contract with company 
Trusted Borders for a passenger 
screening system that screens all pas¬ 
sengers before they travel to the UK. 

Successful trials of the system 
have already led to more than 1,000 
criminals being caught and 15,000 
suspect people being checked by 
immigration, customs or police.

Paul Newman, senior detection 
manager at HM Revenue and 
Customs, said: “From an officer’s 
point of view the joining up of the 
two agencies is extremely positive. 

“HM Revenue and Customs deal 
with the smuggling of drugs as well 
as other contraband and the Border 
and Immigration Agency deal with 
illegal immigrants. 

“The creation of the Single Border 
Force means different skills from both 
these organisations are combined.” 

In 2006, the Home Office launched 
the Borders, Immigration and 
Identity Acton Plan. 

This showed how the Government 
intends to use identity technology to 
screen foreign nationals who want to 
stay in the UK. 

This includes fingerprint visas and 
passenger screening before travel in 
the UK as well as tougher checks at 
the UK border. 

It also insisted on compulsory ID 
cards for foreign nationals the UK.

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Man who beat his 
ex-lover is banned 
from the town

WOMAN-BEATER Jason Olds 
has been banned from setting foot 
in Dover for the next two years - 
and if he doesn’t heed the warning 
he will go to jail for five months. 

Olds, 37, from Ashford, is also 
banned from talking to former 
partner Katherine Mennie for the 
same period. 

He admitted assaulting Miss 
Mennie and resisting arrest dur¬ 
ing a domestic incident at her 
home in Dover. 

Anna Kachingwe, prosecuting 
at Folkestone court, said the 
assault happened shortly after 
Olds had been released from 
prison after a previous attack on 
Miss Mennie. 

She said: “Miss Mennie had put 
her children to bed and was talk¬ 
ing to them softly. 

“Olds said he didn’t like whis¬ 
pering. 

“He then grabbed her by the 


throat, but she managed to strug¬ 
gle away. 

“Police were called and Olds 
resisted arrest when they tried to 
lead him out of the house. 

“As a result of this incident Miss 
Mennie had bad red marks on her 
throat, back and chest.” 

The court heard Olds was on 
anti-depressant tablets and had 
drunk three litres of wine before 
the attack. 

As well as the suspended prison 
sentence, Olds was given a two- 
year supervision order and 
ordered to attend a domestic 
abuse course. 

He was ordered to pay Miss 
Mennie £100 compensation and 
£100 court costs. 

Chairman of the Bench Robert 
Scrase said: “This means you can¬ 
not enter Dover for two years and 
cannot contact Miss Mennie by 
phone, mobile phone, text or let¬ 
ter. 

“If she contacts you, you should 
tell police.”

Planned road diversion 
falls foul of phone line 


AS if the A20 roadworks were not 
causing enough problems for the 
people of Dover, it has emerged that 
one of the planned diversions 
through the town is not viable. 

It had initially been thought the freight clear¬ 
ance terminal at the Western Docks could be 
moved to the Eastern Docks during the A20 
resurfacing work. This would have enabled 
lorries to stay in this part of the port without 
having to travel through the town. 

However, a Highways Agency spokesman has 
said a telephone line at Customs means this 
cannot be done. 

“Dover Harbour Board was asked to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of relocating the freight 
clearance terminal for a temporary period to 
assist traffic flows,” he said. 

“Customs responded to confirm that, 
although they could see the benefits, it was 
logistically impracticable due to a physical IT

connection, which cannot be moved. Therefore, 
it is necessary for the agency to provide diver¬ 
sion routes to allow LGVs [large goods vehicles] 
leaving the Eastern Docks to access the freight 
clearance terminal at the Western Docks.” 

This has sparked concerns for residents, who 
fear that when work starts on the York Street 
roundabout and A20 to the Eastern Docks, 
lorries going into freight clearance will have to 
drive up through town roads at night. 

They say that not only will this be potential¬ 
ly dangerous, but that roads will be damaged. 

However, Richard Catt, director of PSL 
Freight, which provides Customs clearance at 
the Western Docks, says a revised route is 
unavoidable. 

“Virtually everything in operations is reliant 
on electronic technology,” he said. 

“If we moved we would have to fax and email 
considerable amounts of data which would be 


difficult to set up just for a few weeks.” 

The Highways Agency work involves replac¬ 
ing the surface on both carriageways and the 
five roundabouts of the A20 from the Western 
Heights roundabout to the Eastern Docks. 

Cllr Nigel Collor, of Dover District Council, 
said: “We know it’s necessary and a good 
scheme, but our key concerns are diversions. 

“If the Highways Agency had dealt directly 
with us we could have helped alleviate possible 
problems by using our local knowledge.” 

But Ing Fischer, Highways Agency route per¬ 
formance manager for Kent, said: ‘We’ve done 
an enormous amount of planning to ensure 
there’s as little disruption as possible. These 
resurfacing works will provide a safer and qui¬ 
eter surface to road users for years to come.” 

The work starts on Monday, March 3, and is 
expected to last 12-15 weeks.

Council’s Holocaust Memorial Day tribute. 

The Book of Commitment at the House of 
Commons honours those who suffered at 
the hands of the Nazis and gives MPs the 
opportunity to pledge their support for this 
annual day of remembrance. 

Holocaust Memorial Day aims to ensure 
not only that victims are remembered, but 
that such a crime against humanity never 
happens again. 

Memorial services have been held in the UK 
on January 27 for the past eight years. The date 
marks the anniversary of the liberation in 1945 
of Auschwitz-Birkenau, arguably the most 
notorious of the Germans’ concentration and 
extermination camps. 

It came about after a visit to the camp by MP 
Andrew Dismore. On June 30, 1999, he pro¬ 


posed a Bill to “introduce a day to learn and 
remember the Holocaust”. 

In 2005, the UN General Assembly adopted 
the day, passing the Holocaust Memorial Day 
resolution. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the 
Holocaust Educational Trust, said: ‘We are 
delighted that Gwyn is supporting Holocaust 
Memorial Day. 

“At a time when anti-Semitism, Holocaust 
denial, racism, prejudice and sadly even geno¬ 
cide still continue to pollute our world today. 
Holocaust Memorial Day and Holocaust educa¬ 
tion is more important than ever. 

“It is through the participation and support of 
our schools, local groups and elected members 
that give this day the impact it has around 
the country. 

‘We applaud their commitment to ensuring 
the lessons of the past are learnt, acted upon 
and disseminated.”

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Family tribute to 'loving' 
son killed in car crash 

A YOUNG man from Alkham was killed when 
his car hit a tree. 

Christopher Hyland, 18, described as “full of 
energy and life” by his family, was killed in the 
accident in Alkham Valley Road. 

He had been travelling from the Folkestone 
direction towards River at about 8.30pm on 
Wednesday last week when his car hit a fence 
and tree close to Kearsney Abbey.

“People will remember him for his humour 
and cheeky smile, which always had a way of 
making everyone around him happy.”

A As a visitor operations manager at Dover 
Castle my role is varied and diverse. I man¬ 
age a team of people whose aim is to deliver the 
very best in customer service that we can. 

I am responsible for ensuring they have all 
the training and support they need to achieve 
this. Also I am responsible for ensuring the 
historic buildings are checked and maintained 
to make sure the buildings stay in a good state 
of repair.

What does the organisation aim to do at the castle? 


As an organisation we are responsible for 
protecting our heritage for future genera¬ 
tions, so anything I can do as a manager to 
promote that falls into my job remit. 

This includes giving talks to groups outside 
of EH, to taking visitors through the wartime 
tunnel complex on a guided tour, to promoting 
ghost tours or encouraging schools to come 
and visit us on a free educational visit. 


We’ve also hosted major events this year 
which have added to the variety and excitement 
of working in such a fabulous environment. 

Maybe the one thing that I would say 
that binds it all together, is the feeling of 
continuity. 

No matter how difficult the day is, how 
busy we are or what complications there 
have been, when I look at or touch the walls 
of the great Keep I imagine all those genera¬ 
tions who have gone before me and how 
through it all the grace and power of its 
walls still stand unbowed. 

It’s that feeling of linking with the past. We 
have all asked different things of this fortress 
throughout time and still it stands for every¬ 
one to see and enjoy That’s my favourite thing 
I think. 


Q What is your favourite thing about working at Dover 
Castle? 

A I’m not sure if I can pick out one favourite 
thing about working here. As you can see 
from above the work is full and exciting. 

No two days are ever the same. For exam¬ 
ple, we were struck by lightening this year. It 
caused a massive power cut and it meant we 
had no tills, telephones or lights. We had to 
evacuate the whole top end of the site. 


Q What events have you got planned throughout the 
year? 

A The castle is open to visitors every day as 
usual, and we continue to run our very 
popular evening ghost tours on selected 
dates until February 16, so we will be pretty 
occupied. We are also getting ready for the 
new season - our first event is the 
Children’s Festival on April 11. 

We generally have a spurt of visitors on the 
days between Boxing Day and New Years Eve. 

I have visions of all these mums shouting 
“get these kids out from under my feet” 
because they are mostly one adult with lots 
of children. Helps to burn off some of the 
excess Christmas pud though. 


Q Dover Castle is reportedly haunted. Have you seen any 
ghosts during any of the ghost tours? 

A No, I haven’t seen any ghosts, but there 
have been strange things that have hap¬ 
pened during some tours. 

One involved the whole group and was 
heard and seen by everyone. We were all on 
the second floor of the Keep and I asked for 
the lights to be switched off to recreate the 
conditions present when a seance had been 
held at the castle - a story I was about to tell 
the group. 

While the lights were off we all heard a 
door bang on the floor below us even though 
there was nobody in the building and no 
access to the lower floor, and then when I 
asked for the lights to come back on, the 
lights in the south spiral were delayed. 

This is not possible as the lights are all on 
one switch so when one comes on they all 
come on. Visitors often tell us about an expe¬ 
rience that happened to them and we always 
encourage the visitor to take photos and 
then pass on anything interesting. 

I’ve never been brave enough to convince 
myself that there isn’t anything in case, when 
I am locking up at night, the spirits decide to 
prove otherwise. 

There are a lot of things we do not under¬ 
stand and the question of the existence of an 
entity could be one of them. I know I have 
never felt afraid in the Keep. Even when it 
has been dark and I have been alone. 
Perhaps they like us being there - company 
on a dark winter’s evening.

If Coldplay Chris can't stand 
the media heat, just get out 


IN last week’s Yourshepway news¬ 
paper and on the websites run by 
KOS Media, a story about a pho¬ 
tographer who used to work for the 
group appeared in an extremely 
high-profile form. 

The snapper was also all over the internet on 
sites such as Youtube fighting in the street 
with Coldplay singer Chris Martin after he 
had tried to get a picture of the musician’s wife 
Gwyneth Paltrow leaving hospital in New 
York, possibly after suffering a miscarriage. 

Reading comments attached to the video 
clip, it is quite clear there is no sympathy out 
there for the Shepway man - indeed some of 
the language used is quite beyond the pale. 

While of course everyone will be feeling 
sorry for the talented and attractive Ms 
Paltrow, should the reports of her condition be 
true, I feel there is another issue here. 

Celebrities are always the first to court pub¬ 
licity on their way up to the heights reached by 


such stars as the two involved here. They are 
always on hand to promote their work via 
magazine and newspaper articles, TV chat 
show appearances and carefully staged and 
manufactured ‘chance encounters’ with mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

In fact I have first-hand knowledge of this. I 
recently took part in a prime-time US chat 
show for a specific reason and among the other 
people on camera was a certain female 
Hollywood star whose demands included no 
references on air to any subject matter other 
than the production she was trying to push. 

So stars certainly want to get into the public 
eye when they need to push a project, and 
even when they are not actually doing any¬ 
thing they are keen to remind the public they 
are still around - if only to ensure media cov¬ 
erage will ensure they get the next big part or 
their next CD sells well. 

But how far can random intrusion into the 
lives of famous people going about everyday 
business be justified? 

Certainly for a woman, there can be few 
things more personal than losing a child - if 


that is indeed what happened. And any man 
would be furious at what he may see as a fur¬ 
ther violation of the woman he loves, so a 
degree of anger is to be expected. 

But what is out of order in my view is that 
people who live or die, career-wise, by the pub¬ 
lic’s perception of them are so one-sided in 
their attitudes. 

They want people to be interested in them - 
well, fine. 

But they cannot have it both ways. 

Maybe the current obsession with celebrity 
has gotten a little out of hand - it seems that 
fans of an actor, actress or musician want to 
know everything about them. 

And the celebrities themselves should 
realise the price they pay for a lifestyle beyond 
the dreams of the overwhelming majority of 
the population is an amount of intrusion. 

After all - if they can’t stand the heat, they 
should get out of the studio.

PC Gary Wright 
talks about life in 
the police force and 
serving the people 
of Dover 



Can you tell me a bit about yourself and your time 
working for the police? 

I'm 24 and have worked for the police since I was 19.1 love 
travelling, playing and watching sport, spending time with 
my family and friends and adding to my ever-growing DVD 
collection. I have worked in three different roles since I 
started with the police. Firstly, I worked on a core response 
team for two and a half years. I think this is the most 
important and visible role a police officer can have. Core 
response officers are the ones who are the most visible and 
are the ones who will turn up to anything immediately 
reguiring attention, from car crashes to fights, to 
disturbances. As such, you experience a lot of things with 
your colleagues in this role. I then worked on South Kent's 
tutor unit for 10 months, assessing and tutoring new PCs 
and PCSOs. I have started on a new team now called the 
Neighbourhood Task Team. The crux of our job is to solve 
problems in any given area. For example, we may get a lot 
of calls regarding criminal damage in a certain part of 
Dover. Me and my partner will go in and work out some 
form of strategy to solve the problem, in conjunction with 
our colleagues. 

What is your favourite thing about working for the 
police? 

That would have to be the friends I have made. 

Do you enjoy working in Dover? 

Dover offers a variety of different opportunities when it 
comes to policing. Bearing in mind that we have one of 
the busiest shipping ports in the world, there is always 
something to do and things to 'sniff out'. Dover police 
station itself is a fantastic place to work - everyone 
knows everyone else and the atmosphere is always good. 
I don't live in the area itself but wouldn't change where I 
work for anything.

Wind power willl

Steve Dawe of Kent Green Party 
says in the January 16 issue that 
eight times more electricity could 
be generated than what we now 
use from offshore wind alone, 
according to the British Wind 
Energy Association. 

They also tell you, on 
BWEA.com, that wind generator 
output is proportional to the cube 
of the wind speed (a law of 
physics) and peaks at 36mph, 
described on the Beaufort Scale 
as “Force 7, Near Gale”. 

Thus at half-speed, the output 
of a l,000kw generator is a half 
of a half of a half of 1,000 - that 
is 125kw.

Look at the hourly speeds 
shown on Ceefax 404, up them 
by 30 per cent, because wind 
machines are on tall towers, 
and do the sums yourself. I 
have. Wind cannot deliver 
reliably. Ask windfarm owners 
for actual hourly outputs for 
December. 

When we close an elderly 
traditional power station, with 
what shall we replace it? Wind 
will mean blackouts; fossil fuel 
gives CO 2 ; with nuclear we get 
neither. France, with 85 per cent 
nuclear for decades, has no problem 
with waste. Why should we? 

My qualification? I was the 
engineering manager responsible 
for electricity supplies in the 
Medway-Gravesend-Swanley 
area for almost 20 years.

Back on the 

road again 

Folk legends mark milestone with tour 



CELEBRATE the 40th 
anniversary of a music leg¬ 
end when Fairport Conv¬ 
ention arrives in Kent. 

The band has attracted a huge fan 
base during its four decades in the 
business, as well as developing the 
world famous music festival at 
Cropredy. The line-up features 
founder member Simon Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals, bassist Dave Pegg, 
Chris Leslie on fiddle, mandolin and 
vocals, violinist Ric Sanders and 
drummer Gerry Conway 

Over the years there have been 
many line-up changes, break-ups, 
reunions and even tragedy, as well as 
some unforgetable music. 

The band began as a four-piece in 
1967, which rehearsed at the family 
home of guitarist Simon Nicol. The 
house in North London was called 
Fairport, which inspired the name. 

The first line-up lasted for just one 
gig in a church hall. When a young 
drummer, Martin Lamble, saw them 
perform, he decided he could do a 
much better job and took over the 
role from Shaun Frater. 

Recruiting a female singer, Judy 
Dyble, helped the band stand out 
and, after playing at a number of 
underground venues, they were soon 
signed up to Island Records. With the 
addition of an extra male vocalist, 
the self-titled debut album was 
released by the end of 1967. 

Things were going well, with the

band on the brink of inventing the 
new genre of folkrock. A French lan¬ 
guage version of Bob Dylan’s If You 
Gotta Go just missed out on a Top 20 
chart slot, but it did lead to an 
appearance on Top of the Pops. 

Then tragedy struck when the 
band’s van crashed, killing Lamble 
and Jeannie Franklyn, the girlfriend 
of guitarist Richard Thompson. The 
devastated survivers almost gave up, 
but eventually they went back to the 
studio and recorded the classic 
album Liege And Lief in 1969. 

During the 70s, there were a bewil¬ 
dering number of line-up changes 
and by the time the group stabilised, 
Fairport found itself without a record 
deal. 

A farewell tour was staged and the 


final outdoor concert was held in the 
Oxfordshire village of Cropredy, 
where bass guitarist Dave Pegg 
lived. The following year, they per¬ 
formed a reunion concert at the same 
spot and the festival was bom. 

There were more line-up changes 
during the 80s and 90s and for a 
while there were two versions of 
Fairport running in parallel. But the 
21st century has seen a stable and 
successful band, enjoying popular 
tours and some new albums 
released. 

Fairport Convention was given the 
Lifetime Achievement gong at the 
BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards in 2002, 
while album Liege And Lief was 
voted the best folk album ever. It also 
won a Gold Disc in 2006 for its con¬ 
tinuing sales.

“I’LL admit it - I have shaved a 
grown man before,” laughs Johnny 
Depp, who lathers his customers 
before slitting their throats as the 
eponymous murderer in new musi¬ 
cal Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber Of Fleet Street which hit 
the big screen on Friday. 

“He is alive,” says Johnny of his ‘client’. “He’s 
walking round to this day” 

The movie - for which he has just scooped a 
Best Actor Golden Globe and last week an 
Oscar nomination for the same award - pro¬ 
vided a new challenge for the 44-year-old, 
whose chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
character and make him original is legendary 
But Sweeney Todd wasn’t about mere acting. 

“I had never sung a song,” reveals Johnny, 
who used to play guitar in an 80s band called 
The Rids. 

“I was the guy who would come in and sing 
the harmony, very quickly. It would be all of 
three seconds and then I was out.” 

However, he admits that music was always 
his first love. “I wanted to be a rock star,” he 
says. “I didn’t even think about acting. I was a 
musician for years before I did a movie.” 

So when long-time collaborator Tim Burton 
came along asking him to take on Sweeney - 
based on the famously-intricate Stephen 
Sondheim stage musical - Johnny decided to 
participate in his own mini-X Factor. 

He called ex-bandmate chum Bruce Witkin 
and went into the studio to record one of the 
film’s songs, on the proviso that Witkin told 
him truthfully if he had the vocal ability to 
pull off the entire movie. 

Witkin remembers: “I said ‘Do you want the 
good news or the bad news?’ Johnny said,

Well, give me the bad news’. And I said, ‘The 
bad news is you’re going to have to do this’.” 

Johnny signed up, playing the doomed anti- 
hero who turns to murder after his family is 
stolen from him and he is unjustly imprisoned 
for 15 years. He is joined by Helena Bonham 
Carter as his accomplice Mrs Lovett, the lady 
who comes up with the plan to dispose of the 
dead bodies by turning them into delicious 
pies. The rest of the cast includes Alan 
Rickman as baddie Judge Turpin and Timothy 
Spall as the evil Beadle Bamford. 

“Sweeney’s obviously a dark figure,” explains 
Johnny. “But I think hyper-sensitive. He has 
experienced something very traumatic, a 
grave injustice and I always saw him as a vic¬ 
tim. Anyone who is victimised and then 
becomes a murderer can’t be all there.” 

Complete with gothic wardrobe and bouffant 
locks highlighted by a shocking streak of 
white, the actor ends up sounding pretty good.

Johnny says Sweeney and his Cockney 
brogue is not based on anyone in particular. 
The voice, he says, comes “just from spending 
time over in Britain”. 

The UK is now only a short hop from his 
base in France, where he lives with his two 
children and girlfriend Vanessa Paradis. “I 
don’t hang out with anybody who is famous,” 
he says of his laid-back Gallic existence. “I 
don’t know who is rich or poor or successful 
and it feels good.” 

Indeed, he manages to pretty much stay out 
of the tabloids, relishing his family time. 

“I just want to spend as much time with my 
kids as possible,” he says. “Doing simple things 
like going out to the trampoline and swing set, 
or just looking in the garden to see how the 
tomatoes are doing - old man stuff.”

IMAGINE flying thousands of 
miles to escape the hassles of nor¬ 
mal life and commune with nature 
in the raw - and ending up instead 
with noisy neighbours. 

They roll back in the early hours, oblivious to 
those trying to sleep, carry on noisily partying 
and woe betide anyone calling time on their fun. 

That’s exactly what I got on safari in Kenya. 
For two nights outside my tent in the middle 
of the bush, starting with the regularity of 
clockwork at 3am I could hear obscene grunts 
and panting, and heavy bodies lurching about. 

A nightmare? No, a dream come true and 
rather than pulling the duvet over my head 
and cursing I watched the outrageous antics 
from the safety of my tent window. 

That was because the creatures aping the 
behaviour of the worst kind of ‘chavs’ abroad 
were hippos. 

Fat, noisy beasts whose hygiene leaves a lot 
to be desired - their idea of a spa break is 
basking in thick mud on the side of the river 
bank - were frolicking only a few feet away. 

Being so close to them was just one of the 
magical moments on an adventure in the heart 
of one of the most spectacular game reserves in 
the world, the Masai Mara in Kenya. 

Every year, this National Park welcomes the 
Great Migration - two million wildebeest, 
zebra, and gazelle from Tanzania in search of 
lush grazing. 

They join the resident community of other 
animals, including a star cast known as the 
Big Five because they were the most coveted 
by hunters - lion, African elephant, buffalo, 
black rhino and leopard - and a host of lesser 
players from hyena to monkeys. 

For the first two nights we camped at 
Governor’s II Moran on the banks of the River 
Mara in a huge tent with reassuringly solid 


‘walls’ of double-thick canvas. It came com¬ 
plete with electricity, king size bed, crisp cotton 
sheets, and ensuite bathroom with a Victorian 
rolltop bath, shower and flushing loo. 

There are only 10 tents at this intimate, 
exclusive sanctuary, which has no fences and 
blends so smoothly into the environment that 
the wildlife feels as ‘at home’ wandering 
through as paying guests. Guards are on hand 
at all times to avoid any close encounters of 
the wrong sort. 

While facilities and food at the camp are of 
the highest 21st century standard, the safari 
experience is like stepping out of time. Awoken 
for tea at 6am - sunrise and sunset are the 
best time to see the animals - we climbed 
sleepily into an open truck to ‘stalk’ the game. 

Time and again our guide took us almost 
within touching distance of the game. 


Nothing compares with the prized sight of a 
pride of lions. After hours of scanning the 
plains, there’s a real thrill of achievement 
when you find them. 

Later, our superb three-course dinners in the 
open air were enlivened by the musical accom¬ 
paniment of the noises of the bush - croaking 
bullfrogs, crickets and the far-off cries of 
hyena. 

It was soon time to drive up into the hillside 
to our next stop. Mara Bushtops is like an 
eagle’s eerie with spectacular views across 
Mara Siana wildlife conservancy, bordering 
the Masai Mara. 

Its accommodation is five-star, with tents on 
solid wooden floors facing out over the valley. 
A verandah, complete with a hot tub allows 
you to ‘wallow’ in much the same way as ani¬ 
mals at the waterhole far below.

Amanda judges time is 
right to get out of Africa

LAST time we heard about 
Amanda Holden, the actress had 
discovered a dead body in the 
woods while she was out on a run. 

It was in November and the star was out for 
a jog with her personal trainer when they hap¬ 
pened across an unfortunate soul who had 
hanged himself from a tree. 

“Can I just say, when I found the dead body, 
the papers said I was 39 and I’m 36!” she says. 
“I was more traumatised by the fact they got 
my age wrong than the fact I found a stiff. 

“I’m so terrible, because obviously someone 
did lose their loved one and I don’t mean to be 
flippant. 

“I did say I could take over from Amanda 
Burton in Silent Witness now, because I was¬ 
n’t fazed by it, purely because I didn’t think it 
was real. 

“It was awful, but not as traumatising as it 
could have been.” 

At the moment she is in gruelling training 
for this year’s London Marathon. “I won’t be 
like Jade Goody,” she reveals. “I am training 
three or four times a week. I’m knackered. I 
went out this morning. It’s good though, 
because you can eat loads of cake.” 

It’s a typical Amanda response - self-depre¬ 
cating, witty, honest. 

Whatever you may think of her past tabloid 
travails (though that stuff has all settled down 
now she is happily ensconced with beau Chris 
Hughes and baby Lexi), she’s never less than 
cheerily candid, an increasing rarity amongst 
celebs. 

That’s why she has to actively stop herself 
when asked about her exit from Wild At 
Heart, the third series of which is now under¬ 
way on ITV1.

“I can’t discuss the ending,” she giggles. “I 
keep getting into trouble for giving it away.” 

Amanda plays vet’s wife Sarah in the show, 
who along with husband Danny (Stephen 
Tompkinson) has made a new life for herself 
on a nature reserve in Africa. A warm and cud¬ 
dly weekend drama, the end of her contract 
meant an important decision, though not, it 
turns out, a difficult one. 


“To be honest, it wasn’t,” she admits. “Lexi is 
nearly two now and it got to the point where I 
couldn’t take her out of the country for six 
months of the year. It’s not fair on my family, 
it’s not really fair on her. 

“She was a babe in arms last year, so I had 
her on set all the time. But she’s inherited the 
noisy gene from her mother and she’s not real¬ 
ly quiet on set, so we both got told off a lot for 
speaking. She’s walking around and there’s a 
lot of poo and creepy-crawlies, so it’s not really 
the best environment for her.” 

Nonetheless, shooting her final scenes ended 
up being one of Amanda’s best experiences 
working on the show. 

“It was brilliantly exciting, because it’s all 
very action-packed. I felt like GI Jane, because 
it was physical and with lots of screaming,” 
she explains. 

“It was an emotional day, but it passed and 
the people that I loved there I’ll stay in contact 
with, so I haven’t lost anything really.” 

Is there a chance she will come back? “I did 
have lunch with the producer who is trying to 
make me come back!” she laughs. “So that’s all 
I’ll say. He can’t afford me. Now I’m working 
for the Cowell, my expectations are high.” 

She confirms she is back alongside Simon 
Cowell as a judge for the next series of 
Britain’s Got Talent, which is set to begin film¬ 
ing this month and transmit later in the year. 

“I’m loving the light entertainment side of 
things at the moment,” she says. (t We start 
filming for three months, going round the 
country, auditioning.” 

That said, she is only signing up for one 
series at a time, partly so that she can try and 
combine it with acting and her home life (she 
reveals that 2008 “will be” the year she finally 
gets married) and partly so she can focus her 
energy on the Marathon, which she is doing on 
behalf of the Bom Free Foundation, of which 
she is a patron.

WOULD anyone buy an MPV 
unless they really had to? 

I ask myself this every time I road test one 
and weigh the pros of more space, versatility 
and, sometimes, extra seats against the cons:

A possible exception is Toyota’s midi con¬ 
tender, the Verso.

But what really impresses about all Versos 
is their driving appeal. 

The T180 is particularly good, with dra¬ 
matic low down pulling power from its 
175bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel making for 
impressive acceleration through a crisp and 
precise six-speed gearbox, yet it is neither 
raucous or coarse so an average of 40+mpg 
and relaxed motorway cruising is also part 
of the package. 

Ride quality is a shrewd mixture of comfort 
plus taut handling with feedback through the 
wheel excellent for this class - whisper it, but 
I quite enjoyed a week with the car, mostly 
driving solo. 

Versatility and space is top notch with both 
rearmost rows of seats folding flat to the floor 
for easy loading in Van mode’. The middle 
ones also slide to vary boot space or legroom 
for those in the rearmost seats. 

Like many rivals, using full seven-seat 
capacity means that boot space is modest, 
though no buyer of seven-seaters in this 
class should expect to use the cramped extra 
pair more than occasionally - for the school 
run perhaps.

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Exports stfll strong 
despite downturn 


MANUFACTURING demand in the South 
East has remained firm in the face of serious 
concerns of a global economic downturn, 
according to the latest CBI Industrial Trends 


survey. 

Three months ago, bosses 
were expressing their fears 
as the credit crunch began to 
bite - but their pessimism 
faded as orders for British- 
made goods continued to hold 
up and exports grew at their 
fastest rate for 12 years. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South 
East regional director, said: 
“Manufacturers share simi¬ 
lar concerns to other sectors 
about the economy - a fear 
that rising costs might 
become combined with slow¬ 
ing demand. 

“Thankfully, the expected 
wobble in demand didn’t 
materialise in the last three 
months and orders for 
British-made goods have held 
up, particularly from abroad. 

“What we are seeing is part 
of a necessary rebalancing of 
the economy, in the face of 
slowing consumer spending.” 

He said the dilemma now 
facing the Bank of England 
over interest rates was to 
weigh risks of a slowdown 
with the real pressure on 
prices in both factories and 
other areas of the economy. 

“Price pressures from oil 
and food costs will bring 
higher inflation in the short 
term and may push the infla¬ 
tion rate further above target 
during 2008, making the 
Bank’s decision even more 
difficult,” he said.

Although export orders in 
particular are remaining 
healthy, rising food and 
energy costs mean bosses 
expect their domestic prices 
to go up at the fastest rate 
for 13 years, pushing up 
export prices faster than 
they have done over the last 
two years. 

Demand has continued to 
grow, with 28 per cent of 
firms saying total new orders 
increased in the three 
months to January compared 
with 17 per cent reporting a 
decrease. 

This exceeded expectations, 
but slower growth is expected 
in the next three months. 

But demand this quarter 
was for the most part driven 
by export orders, no doubt 
helped by the weaker pound - 
though much of the currency’s 
depreciation occurred after 
the survey was conducted. 

Exports grew at the fastest 
rate since October 1995, but 
concerns that political and 
economic conditions abroad 
would limit orders over the 
coming three months have 
increased slightly since 
October and expectations are 
for flat growth in the next 
three months.
